THE Queen was back with 
her family at Buckingham 
Palace last night after arriv- 
ing home to the poignant 


cheers of emotional crowds. 

It was thought to be the first 
time the whole family had 
been together since Prince 
Harry and Meghan’s wedding 
in May 2018. 

Mourners who waited quietly in 
the rain cheered and clapped in a 
spontaneous show of gratitude as 
Her Majesty’s illuminated _ state 
hearse arrived shortly after 8pm. 

Three cheers also rang out on a 
night of mixed emotions as_ other 
people stood silently, some sobbing. 

After the hearse passed _ slowly 
through the Palace gates, the late 
monarch’s coffin was carried inside 
by the Queen’s Company Ist 
Battalion Grenadier Guards for a 
private ceremony. 

Today, Harry and his _ brother 
Prince William will join their father 
King Charles to walk behind the 
Queen’s coffin when it is taken to 
Westminster Hall to lie in state. 

Cameras followed the Queen’s 
journey from Balmoral but were 
switched off as the family spent 
“private time” last night with her 
coffin draped in the Royal Standard 
in the Palace’s Bow Room. Prayers 
and a private service took place as 
family members greeted the coffin. 

Sources close to the King 
described how the gathering was 
reserved for the close family before 
the coffin is today handed to the 
nation to grieve when hundreds of 
thousands begin passing by _ at 
Westminster Hall to pay their 
tributes to the Queen. 

Those who privately greeted the 
coffin included, from left below, the 
King, the Queen Consort, the Prince 
and Princess of Wales and Prince 
Harry and Meghan, Princess Anne 
and her husband Vice Admiral Sir 
Timothy Laurence. 

Peter Phillips joined sister Zara 
and her rugby hero husband Mike 
Tindall, Prince Andrew, Princess 
Beatrice and her husband Edoardo 
Mapelli Mozzi, Princess Eugenie, 
and her husband Jack Brooksbank. 

Also in attendance were Prince 
Edward and his wife Sophie, Count- 
ess of Wessex and their children 
Lady Louise, 18, and Viscount James 
Severn, 14.

Ruislip, waited three hours to see 
her at the exit of RAF Northolt in 
West London. 

He said: “When she came out, 
nobody said or did anything and 
people were very respectful. You 
could hear a pin drop. 

“Spontaneously people just 
started clapping afterwards. It was 
a moment in history that people 
just wanted to be a part of. 

“The crowd was packed. It was 
in the thousands. You literally 
couldn’t move as you were sand- 
wiched in and there were at least 
four or five people behind me.” 

The C-17 Globemaster carrying 
her coffin — which was draped in 
the Royal Standard — landed from 
Edinburgh shortly before 7pm. 

Some 70 years previously, she 


touched down in the capital for the 
first time as Queen following the 
death of her father. 

Website Flightradar24 said nearly 
six million people yesterday 
attempted to follow its progress 
online — making it the most 
tracked plane in history. 

Her only daughter, Princess 
Anne, dutifully accompanied her 
mother on the flight. 

She curtsied from a few feet 
away as the RAF bearer party who 
had carried the Queen’s coffin on 
to the aircraft in Edinburgh slowly 
emerged. 

The Queen’s Colour Squadron, 
wearing the King’s colours, were 
waiting on the tarmac to give a 
guard of honour. 

The plane carrying the Queen 
was used to evacuate 15,000 des- 
perate people fleeing Taliban rule 
in Afghanistan last summer. More 


recently, it had been deployed to 
fly humanitarian aid and weapons 
to Ukraine. 

Its latest mission was steeped in 
sorrow, and with the eyes of the 
world trained upon it. 

As the rain fell, Air Chief 
Marshal Sir Mike Wigston, head of 
the RAF since 2019, was among 
those to receive the coffin. 

He said: “This is a day that we 
have long, long planned for but 
hoped would never come. 

“She was the embodiment of a 
life of service. 

“And when we join the armed 
forces — the Navy, the Army, the 
Air Force — we all try in some 
way to emulate that service. 

“It’s a very, very close personal 
relationship with her armed forces 
and she will be very sadly missed.

way.” The state hearse, designed by 
Jaguar Land Rover in consultation 
with the Queen, then departed 
Northolt for the journey to Buck- 
ingham Palace. 

As the light began to fade, 
thousands of pedestrians lined the 
streets while drivers on _ the 
opposite side of the A40 pulled 
over and got out of their vehicles 
to pay their respects. 

The route to Buckingham Palace 
took in various landmarks closely 
linked to the monarch. 

It passed through Eastbourne 
Terrace, Lancaster Gate, Bayswater 
Road, Marble Arch, Park Lane and 
Hyde Park Corner. 

Perhaps most touching was the 
moment it drove beneath the 
shadow of Grenfell Tower in North 
Kensington, where 78 people lost 
their lives in 2017. 

The devastated Queen had visited

the scene in the aftermath with 
her grandson Prince William. 

Those gathered at Buckingham 
Palace last night finally saw the 
hearse — adorned with St George 
slaying the dragon on its bonnet 
and her emblem on the side — as 
it appeared on Constitution Hill. 

The murmur of chatter, which 
had filled the air throughout the 
rain-soaked day, suddenly stopped 
as the crowd fell silent and fixed 
their gaze on the sombre cortége. 

They stood still, rooted to the 
spot, and watched as the hearse 
drew ever nearer on this, undoubt- 
edly the saddest of returns. 

As it turned towards an illumi- 
nated Buckingham Palace on its 
way towards the Grand Entrance, 
some were unable to bear the raw 
emotion and sobbed for the loss of 
our glorious Queen.

RETURNING from summer _holi- 
days at Balmoral, the Queen 
always came down the plane’s 
steps while Palace staff carried 
her corgis.

THE Princess Royal was at her 
mother the Queen’s side last 
night as she left Scotland for 


the last time. 

An RAF aircraft carrying Her 
Majesty’s coffin flew from Edinburgh 
to London in preparation for her 
state funeral on Monday. 

After _lying-in-state at St Giles’ 
Cathedral on Edinburgh’s Royal Mile, the 
coffin of English oak left in a cortege to 
a heartfelt round of applause at 4.22pm 
as it wended its way through the streets 
towards the airport. 

For Princess Anne, who just over 24 
hours earlier had stood with her brothers 
in silent vigil at their mother’s coffin, it 
was the start of another emotional set- 
piece on the Queen’s “last great journey”. 

The Princess Royal was at Her Majesty’s 
bedside at Balmoral Castle when she died 
and made sure her mother has never been 
alone since. Yesterday, she issued a state- 
ment, above right, thanking “each and 
every one who share our sense of loss”. 

The dutiful daughter boarded a RAF 
C-17 Globemaster with the late monarch 
in the Scottish capital, with 
a royal guard of honour 
provided by 96 Queen’s 
Colour Squadron gunners. 

Taking off, the plane 
banked in the clouds high 
above Edinburgh as_ the 
Queen departed this trea- 
sured corner of her king- 
dom for the final time. 

Earlier, more than 26,000 
people paid their respects 


to the monarch _ inside 
ornate St Giles’ Cathedral. 
After queuing for an} 


hour yesterday morning, I 
shuffled forwards for my 
own personal moment with 
Elizabeth II at rest. 

Sunlight beamed through 
stained glass windows, 
bathing the late Queen’s 
coffin in a soft glow. 

In front of me, an elderly 
woman began sobbing as she lowered her 
head in reverence. Others made the sign 
of the cross. The heavy scent of fresh 
lilies filled the air. 

In vivid yellow and red, the Royal 
Standard was draped over the casket. On 
top, the Scottish Crown glinted in the 
sunlight as it rested on a velvet pillow. 

Police officers stared impassively ahead 
with solemn features. Closer to the coffin, 
four members of the Royal Company of 
Archers, with feather-plumed hats, stood 
guard with bowed heads and pursed lips. 

Only the sound of a wailing baby in 
the snaking queue broke the silence, the 
child’s howls a haunting lament. 

Now it was my time to move alongside 
the casket. I bowed my head and for a 
few seconds contemplated the monarch’s 
life well-lived. 

I muttered a simple “Thank you” and 
moved on.

Others include Royal vy diver 
Tristan Watson, who said he had 
hardly marched in ten years and had 
to do some “relearning”. He said: “I 
learnt to march when I joined the 
Navy. I haven’t done much since.” 

Today’s mile-long march is 

| expected to take around 38 minutes, 
inching along The Mall at funeral 
pace. Lt Col James Shaw said troops 
had worked “round-the-clock” since 
the news of the Queen’s death “to 
ensure the highest standards”. 

He said: “We are. operational 
soldiers, first and foremost, and the 
skills we have learnt to plan and 
organise overseas deployments are 
the same skills we use to organise 
an event as big as this.” 

The horses have also had extra 
training to prepare them for the 
crowds. But Sgt Tom Jenks, from the 
King’s Troop Royal Horse Artillery, 
said the biggest challenge for the 
animals was slowing them down. 

He said: “It’s quite a tall order to 
ask them to walk at a slow pace.” 

Guns will fire every minute from 
Hyde Park and Big Ben will chime 
throughout today’s procession. Maj 
Gen Ghika said the parades were 
the Armed Forces’ “last opportunity 
to do our duty for our Queen”.

KING Charles Ill paid a 
landmark visit to Northern 
Ireland yesterday and 
vowed to follow’ the 
“shining example” of his 


mother’s quest for peace. 

The monarch vowed to follow 
in her footsteps and strive to 
consign decades of sectarian 
bloodshed to history, before a 
walkabout among adoring 
crowds amid tight security. 

His Majesty, 73 — whose beloved 
grandfather-figure Earl Mountbatten 
was murdered by the IRA — has 
already sought to heal wounds 
inflicted by the Troubles. 

Charles, who in a lighter moment 
patted a Corgi, spoke movingly of 
his hopes for the future of the 
strife-torn land and of his mother’s 
deep affection for its people. 

She visited Ulster 25 times, often 
braving grave threats from republi- 
can terrorists who put her on the 
top of their hit-list. 

In a keynote address at Hillsbor- 
ough Castle, King Charles said: “In 
the years since she began her long 
life of public service, my mother 
saw Northern Ireland pass through 
momentous and historic changes. 

“Through all those years, she 
never ceased to pray for the best of 
times for this place and for its peo- 
ple, whose stories she knew, whose 
sorrows our family had felt, and for 
whom she had a great affection.” 

He added: “My mother felt deeply, 
I know, the significance of the role 
she herself played in_ bringing 
together those whom history had 
separated — and in extending a 
hand to make possible the healing 
of long-held hurts. 

“At the very beginning of her life 
of service, the Queen made a 
pledge to dedicate herself to her 
country and her people and to 
maintain the principles of constitu- 
tional government. 

“This promise she 
steadfast faith. 

“Now, with that shining example 
before me, and with God’s help, I 
take up my new duties resolved to 
seek the welfare of all the inhabit- 
ants of Northern Ireland. 

“During the years of my mother’s 
reign, it has been a privilege to 
bear witness to such a devoted life. 

“May it be granted to us all to 
fulfil the tasks before us so well.” 

Huge crowds clutching flags, 
bouquets and banners greeted King 
Charles and Queen Consort Cam- 
illa, 75, as they arrived at the Bel- 
fast castle to a 2l-gun salute. 

Cries of “God Save The 
King” rang out as_ their 
black BMW pulled up 
close to a sea of floral 
tributes laid outside ( 
the royal residence. 

The couple, who had 
flown into George Best 
Belfast City Airport earlier, 
spoke to adoring well-wishers.

Charles, who was on his 40th 
Ulster visit, and Camilla first 
attended a reception at the castle 
hosted by newly appointed Secre- 
tary of State Chris Heaton-Harris. 

New PM Liz Truss joined them 


later at a Service of Reflection for 
the life of Her Majesty at the city’s 
St Anne’s Cathedral. 

Charles and Camilla waved at 
crowds who lined their route into 
the city centre from Hillsborough. 

He arrived to more cries of “God 
Save The King” and a full rendition 
of the National Anthem. 

A police helicopter shadowed the 
progress of the royal motorcade 
and streets around the cathedral 
were cordoned off by armed cops. 

A walkabout at nearby Writers’ 
Square followed the service at the 
cathedral, where the flowers were 
in the late Queen’s racing colours 
of scarlet and purple. 

Charles’s visit to Northern Ireland 
was the first by a King of England 


since George VI in 1945. He had 
made the trip with the young Prin- 
cess Elizabeth as the nation cele- 
brated victory in World War Two. 

Like his late mother, Charles has 
kept close links with the province 
despite being an IRA target. 

He was devastated in August 1979 
when an IRA bomb blew up a fish- 
ing boat, killing his great uncle 
Earl Mountbatten, 79, the mentor he 
knew as “Uncle Dickie”. 

Lady Doreen Brabourne, 83, the 
earl’s grandson Nicholas Knatchbull, 
14, and his Irish pal Paul Maxwell, 
15, also died in the remote- 
controlled blast on the pleasure 
craft at Mullaghmore in Co Sligo. 

Charles was said to be inconsol- 
able at the loss of the man he

described as “the grandfather I 
never had”. It was a loss many 
could not have forgiven. 

However, in 2015 Charles went 
to the murder scene on a healing 
mission. Locals were moved by 
his determination to cement the 
achievements sealed when repub- 
licans and unionists signed the 
Good Friday peace deal in 1998. 

He told them his anger and 
pain had been replaced by an 
understanding of the pain suffered 
by victims of the 30-year conflict 
as he pledged to work for a 
brighter future. 

Northern Ireland was the most 
strife-torn corner of the UK 
throughout the late Queen's reign 
yet she never shied from her duty

Charles and Camilla view Hillsborough tributes 


to keep her bond with its people. 
In 1966, a concrete block was 
lobbed at the royal limousine in 
Belfast but the Queen and Prince 
Philip insisted on continuing an 
engagement to open a bridge. 

By 1977, her Silver Jubilee year, 
she was back again as thousands 
of British troops patrolled the 
streets amid soaring tensions. 

She pressed on despite the IRA 
warning her of a “visit to remem- 
ber” and the discovery of a bomb 
at a university she was due to 
attend.

SINCE her death, the flood of 
tributes to the Queen have been 
heartfelt and unceasing. 

But perhaps none have been 
more remarkable than _ that 
delivered in the Northern Ireland 
Assembly by Michelle O’Neill, 
Vice President of Sinn Fein. 

In a statement full of generos- 
ity, O’Neill heaped praise on 
Elizabeth Il as a “courageous 
and gracious leader”, who had 
made “a significant contribution 
to the advancement of peace”. 

Coming from a senior figure of 
a Republican organisation that 
was created as the political wing 
of the IRA, those words graphi- 
cally illustrate how much North- 
ern Ireland has changed since 
the end of the Troubles. Only a 
few decades ago, such language 
would have been unthinkable. 

Today, the Queen is viewed not 
as a representative of Unionism 
but as an agent of reconciliation. 

Her glowing reputation is 
based on the repeated efforts 
she made to cement the peace 
process following the Good 
Friday Agreement of 1998. 

All the signs are that the new 
king will show the same spirit. 

Indeed, the theme of concilia- 
tion was dominant during the 
visit by Charles III and Camilla 
to Northern Ireland yesterday. 

He held an audience at Hills- 
borough Castle with representa- 
tives of all five of the main local 
parties, including Sinn Fein. 

Even more _ strikingly, he 
accepted a message of condo- 
lence from Sinn Fein’s Alex 
Maskey, speaker of the Northern 
Ireland Assembly at Stormont, 
who was twice interned in the 
"70s for alleged IRA membership. 

The sight of this stalwart oppo- 
nent of British rule paying his 
fulsome respects to the new king 
is one of the more incongruous 
but uplifting images of the week. 
It augurs well for the new reign. 

For more than a_ century, 
Ulster was a tortured land. But 
now a brighter future beckons, 
even amid the sorrow caused by 
the passing of Elizabeth Il.

US President Joe Biden — who met the Queen last 
year — is understood to be among world leaders 
who will attend Her Majesty’s funeral on Monday. 

Others likely to accept the invitation are Canadian 
PM Justin Trudeau, New Zealand Premier Jacinda 
Ardern and Australian PM Anthony Albanese. 

Each head of state will be allowed to bring only a 
plus-one, meaning even former world leaders such 
as US President Barack Obama, below, are not on 
the initial guest list — but he is believed to be on 
a standby list in case numbers are freed up by 
current dignitaries who are not able to attend. 

Chinese President Xi Jinping is unlikely to travel, 
having not left his nation for two years due to the 
pandemic.

DURING her unprecedented reign the 
Queen saw Britain transform from the age 
of steam to the digital era of stream. 


Nowhere has this profound social and 
political change been felt more than in 
Northern Ireland.

The Queen’s triumphant visit to 
Dublin in 2011, where she gladly shook 
hands, smiled and spoke a few words of 
Irish, softened even the hardest of 
Republican hearts. 

As Northern Ireland Assembly 
Speaker Alex Maskey said yesterday, 
Queen Elizabeth was no distant observer 
in the transformation of Ireland. 

Her role in the reconciliation was vital. 

Last night the late Queen made her 
final journey from Scotland to her home 
in Buckingham Palace. 

Tens of thousands had filed past her 
coffin at Edinburgh Cathedral. More 
than one million of her subjects will 
descend on the capital ahead of her 
funeral. And thousands will no doubt 
turn out for King Charles when he visits 
Wales on Friday. 

The past few days have clearly shown 
that the vast majority in our United 
Kingdom have a deeply bound, widely 
held respect and love for the monarchy. 

There are some who want to destroy 
our Union. Sinn Fein members in 
Ulster, for example, are refusing to take 
part in any events marking King 
Charles’ accession to the throne. 

But so often at moments of crisis the 
Queen pulled the country together. 

It now falls to the new King to continue 
promoting her message of peace — and 
become benevolent ruler of a Union that’s 
unbreakable.

And although Charles had a very, 
very long time to prepare for this 


moment, the longest apprenticeship 
for any job in recorded employment 
history, nothing can adequately 
prepare anyone for the _ sudden, 


dramatic propulsion from Monarch-in- 
waiting to King. 

Yet look how magnificently he’s 
handled it. 

I don’t think I’ve ever seen a single 
public figure rise to momentous 
occasion with such astonishing poise, 
sure-footedness, class and clarity. 

From the moment we first saw our 
new King following his mother’s 
passing, he has hit the pitch-perfect 
note time and again. 

And it was that first connection 
with his people, during a walkabout 
outside Buckingham Palace on Friday, 
that made me know with absolute 
certainty everything was going to be 
OK. 

As King Charles, raw emotion 
etched all over his face, moved slowly 
along the large throng with his Queen 
Consort wife Camilla, he was greeted 
by an extraordinary outpouring of 
warmth from people of all ages, 
creeds and colours. 

There were loud cheers, 
smiles, expressions of heartfelt 
sympathy, and myriad hands 
outstretched, eager for a regal shake. 

And then the crowd spontaneously

burst into cries of ‘GOD SAVE THE 
KING! and Charles looked like he was 
fighting back tears. 

I felt emotional, too, incredibly sad 
about the death of the Queen but also 
incredibly moved by the way the 
British people were showing the new 
King what we think of him. 

That night, he spoke to the nation 
with a powerful, beautifully crafted 
speech that was humble, _ sincere, 
heartfelt, human and profoundly 
inspiring. 

A work colleague texted me after it 
to say: “King Charles absolutely nailed 
that. What an address, pubs would 
have fallen silent across the nation, 
raising a glass at the end. If he keeps 
this up, he will convince the nation.” 

That last line was interesting. 

It reflected many concerns about 
whether Charles, once he finally got 
the chance to be King, would be any 
good at it. The sceptics included his 
own ex-wife Princess Diana, who said 
in that now infamous Panorama 
interview that she thought Charles 
would struggle. 

“Because I know the character, I 
would think that the top job, as I call 
it, would bring enormous limitations to 
him, and I don’t know whether he 
could adapt to that.” 

A few months after that interview, I 
had a private lunch with Diana at 
Kensington Palace, with a 13-year-old 
Prince William, and asked her: “Do you 
think Charles will become King one 
day?” She thought for a moment, then 
replied: “I think he thinks he will, but 
I think he would be happier living in 
Tuscany or Provence, to be honest.” 

Diana was wrong. 

All the doubters were wrong. 

The more I’ve seen of King Charles 
Ill in the past few days 
the more impressive he has been, from 
his stirring address to Parliament to 
his supremely dignified vigil by the 
Queen’s coffin in Scotland. 

This is a man wrestling with the 
weight of history — and winning. 

And the public agrees with me. 

A new YouGov poll has shown a 
massive surge in support in Charles’s 
popularity since he became monarch. 

The number of Britons who think he 
will be a good king has nearly doubled 
since March, from 39 per cent to 63 
per cent, with only a fifth thinking he 
will do a bad job. 

Most people surveyed believe the new 
King has responded well since the 


lf 


death of his mother, and a 
staggering 94 per cent approved 
of his first address to the nation. 

It wasn’t all good news. Older 
people are more supportive of 
him than younger people, and 
that will be a big challenge for 
Charles — how, at the age of 73, 
does he make a positive impact 
on the country’s youth, 
something that will be vital for 
the Monarchy’s future? 

My ten-year-old  daughter’s 
first reaction when she watched 
Charles’s TV address was to say:

He’s clearly the best-prepared 
monarch we've ever had. 

“He’s the hardest-working person I’ve 
ever known. I mean that. He never 
stops. There isn’t a day in a year where 
he isn’t working.” 

Charles also Fas another trump card 
up his sleeve in the form of his Queen, 
Camilla, who will be as big a rock of 
support as Prince Philip was to Queen 
Elizabeth.

She said the move would 
be designed to “strike terror 
not only into the hearts of 
the Ukrainians but also the 


global partners and _ allies”. 
Her warning comes after 
Ukraine’s troops recaptured 
a swathe of the northeastern 
Kharkiv province, with US 
officials claiming the victory 
could mark a turning point 
in the war. 

Ukraine’s president Volo- 
dymyr Zelensky said his 
troops had freed more than 
6,000 square kilometres of 
land in just 12 days in a 
stunning surprise attack. 

Former British Army boss 
General Lord Richard Dan- 


natt said it was vital to send 
more weapons to “keep the 
pressure up on Russia”. 

The Kharkiv retreat was 
Russia’s worst defeat since 
its rout from Kyiv last 
spring. The MoD said Rus- 
sia’s most recent losses had 
hobbled its armed forces 
and set them back for years. 

Russia had already lost 
some 80,000 troops, either 
killed, captured, injured or 
to desertion, Defence Secre- 
tary Ben Wallace revealed. 

Ukraine said it captured 
so many new prisoners of 
war on its most _ recent 
assault it was struggling to 
house them all.

A KANGAROO has beaten a man to death 
in the first such fatality since 1936.

victim. Police were called 
and shot it dead. 

The man, who has not 
been named, also died at 
the scene in the rural 
town of Redmond in 
Western Australia, around 
250 miles south of Perth. 

Police said they were 
forced to kill the marsu- 
pial, as it “was posing an 
ongoing threat to emer- 
gency responders”. 

A relative found the 
man on Monday. It is 
believed he was attacked 
earlier in the day.

Last week it was reported that 
Sainsbury’s will cut its Nectar 
card rewards from November 1 to 
one point for every £2 spent — 
down from the current two points 
per £1.

Ken and Mary 
say: “Loyalty cards such as Co-op 
offer great value. 

“You get 2p for every £1 you 
spend going into your Co-op 
membership card to spend later 
and they give the same amount 
for charitable causes. 

“You will also get weekly offers 
such as discounts on groceries in 
the store.” 


DON’T MULTI-BUY 
Ken and Mary say: “Beware of 
multi-buys and work out the cost 
per unit by doing a quick unit- 
price calculation. 

“For example, work out the cost 
per 100ml if buying drinks, by 
dividing the total price in pence 
by total volume and multiplying 
this by 100. Supermarkets are 
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required by law to use unit-pric- 
ing on items, but some do not do 
this clearly enough.” 


DITCH SCHOOL SNACKS 
There is one food item parents do 
not need to waste their hard- 
earned cash on, according to The 
Humble Penny bloggers. Ken and 
Mary say: “Avoid buying ridicu- 
lously marked-up supermarket 
pre-packed school snacks. 

“With a little prep the night 
before, you can slice up some 
apples and add berries and pop 
them in a Tupperware tub 
(labelled with your child’s name). 
For example, an Aldi apple snack 
pack is 33p for one apple sliced 
up, but you can get a pack of six 
apples for 90p.” 

BULK UP WITH PULSES 
Our savvy pair do not advocate 
ditching all meat, but 
suggest bulking up meat dishes 
such as spag bol with pulses. 

Ken and Mary say: “They are 
healthy, delicious and cheap — 
cooked the right way, you don't 
even notice the difference.”

ENGLAND run-machine Joe Root has 
had more fun playing this summer 


than at any time in his career. 

The star batsman was intoxicated by a 
relaxed dressing-room atmosphere and the 
dynamic, aggressive cricket that brought 
six wins in seven Tests — most recently 
the 2-1 series win over South Africa. 

Now the former captain is convinced 
the Ben Stokes version of Test cricket can 
attract more new fans to the game than 
the controversial Hundred tournament. 

Root said: “I’ve never had more fun 
playing professional cricket. Honestly, it’s 
hard to put into words. 

“You turn up every day excited about 
what’s going to happen. It’s the unknown.

Test cricket were happening. I hate draw- 
ing the comparison but it almost feels 
like when we started making those really 
big scores in the white-ball team.

It is quite a claim by Root, who has 
played 124 Tests and won two Ashes 
series — and his 158 one-day internation- 
als include victory in the 2019 World Cup.

THE QUEEN might have 
played an unlikely role 
in helping the biggest 
fight in British boxing 
history get over the line. 

With the nation mourning 
Her Majesty’s passing, there 
has been no appetite for the 
usual boxing’ bluster of 
empty threats and promises. 

Tyson Fury and Anthony 


Joshua’s usually — warring 
teams were _ inadvertently 
nudged into discreet and 


considered negotiations. 

Strict deadlines have been 
pushed back and interviews 
have been refused. 

We now have a 60-40 split 
agreed, a date and a venue, a 
50-50 rematch and the two 
rival broadcasters — Fury’s BT 
Sport and AJ’s new DAZN 
app — thrashing out a plan. 

It is so markedly different 
to two years ago when Fury 
claimed the fight was signed 
and sealed, even heaping 
praise on _ exiled crime 
kingpin Daniel Kinahan for 
negotiating on his behalf. 

This time, silence is both 
golden and deafening. 

Team AJ think the unde- 
feated Gypsy King, 34, is 
bluffing and that planning a 
two-fight deal with their man 
is a ploy to get WBA, IBF 
and WBO champ Oleksandr 
Usyk to rush into an undis- 
puted decider on December 
17 in Saudi Arabia. 

The 35-year-old Ukraine 
genius wants longer to heal 
and spend time with his 
family after the points win 
over Joshua on August 20. 


Fury is training at his 
Morecambe gym this week 
but he goes into a _ fully 


focused camp in three weeks 
— for whoever he selects for 
a shot at his crown. 

The team around him still 
reckon Joshua, 32, will be 
pulled out of the all-English 
showdown before the first 
bell, the risk of a third loss 
on the spin too catastrophic 
to the brand to consider. 

If it is a game of poker, 
then both men are holding 
their nerve expertly. 

Fury holds all the aces but 
AJ — beltless and with his 
stock low — is a wounded 
animal with nothing to lose 
and everything to gain. 

Once the deal is complete 
and all the complicated 


clauses agreed upon, it is 
unlikely this blanket of 
decorum will last for long. 

The tapestry of this rivalry 
is too rich. Too many points 
are at stake in the press 
conferences and interviews. 

A source told us: “AJ 
hasn't really had an English- 
speaking opponent take him 
on, head-on, before a bout. 

“Dillian Whyte tried but at 
the time he was just an 
opponent so wasn’t given 
much credence. 

“But when Tyson gets the 
microphone at all the media 
events they will potentially 
share, he will have the 


opportunity to chip away at 
— or just totally destroy — the 
polished brand Joshua has 
built over the last decade. 
“Or he might kill him with 
kindness, that’s the mystery 
with Tyson. Nobody knows.” 
We do know the Christmas 
cracker will mark the end of 
a rivalry 12 years in the 


making. 

In 2010, Fury toured 
English gyms _ offering any 
heavyweight his Rolex if 


they could deck him. 

At AJ's almost-empty 
Finchley ABC base, the raw 
amateur tried but — even 


after a trademark uppercut 
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— failed to floor the giant. 
But now he gets a chance at 
the real thing, in front of 
60,000 people in Cardiff. 

Fury spoke glowingly of 
Joshua back then and has 
shared civil moments with 
him since. 

He has also hounded the 
Olympic icon, calling him 
everything from a bum to a 
body-builder. 

For some casual fans all 
that hot air is exciting. 

For anyone in the know, it 
is these rare moments of 
calm and = quietness that 
hopefully prepare us for a 
spectacular storm.

HERO BOSS BACKS MIK PREM TILT

ARSENE WENGER has broken his 
Arsenal silence and backed Mikel 
Arteta’s team to launch an unlikely 
title challenge. 

The most successful manager in the club’s 
history has not been back to the Emirates 
since his brutal sacking in 2018 and has 
steadfastly refused to comment on the team. 
But now the Frenchman has opened up on 
the current state of play and cannot hide his 
admiration for the job being done by Arteta. 
Wenger, 72, said: “I would say they are 
moving in the right direction. 

“There is no weak position in the team, 
they are young, promising players and they 
have bought well this year. 

“There is no completely dominating team 
this season and Arsenal has a chance with 
the potential that is there. 

“We used to be in the top four and why 
not again? You cannot even rule out the 
fact that they can fight for the title and 
hopefully they can do it.” 

Wenger — who won three Prem 
trophies and seven FA Cups during his 
22-year reign, including the Gunners’ 
last title in 2004 — was speaking at an 
evening with David Dein to help the 
club’s former vice-chairman promote 
his new book Calling the Shots. 
And even though Arteta has led 
Arsenal to the top of the table — 
having replaced Unai Emery three 
years ago — Wenger is not planning 
an Emirates return any time soon. 
He said: “I haven’t been there 
since 2018. 

“After 22 years as manager, 
maybe I arrived at the end of the 
road and people wanted a change. 
“The club had chosen a different 
direction and I can understand that 
completely. Sometimes you need to 
have a completely new staff and my 
presence could’ve been a problem.

ENGLAND’S pathway _ to 
potential World Cup glory 
could take a surprise turn 
this week — with Ecuador 
facing the boot from Qatar. 

Fifa initially rejected 
Chile’s claim their rivals 
should be kicked out after 
fielding full-back Byron 
Castillo in eight qualifiers. 

Despite claiming to have 
been born in Ecuador in 
1998, Chile believe that 
Castillo was actually born 
in Colombia three years 
EARLIER and_ registered 
under false documents. 

World football bosses 
have performed a U-turn 
after Chilean chiefs came 
up with what they say is 
“compelling evidence”. 

It has emerged this was 
a formal interview with 
Ecuador officials in 2018 
in which Castillo reportedly 
admitted he was three 
years older than stated and 
his papers were forgeries. 

Castillo has now been 
summoned to tomorrow’s 
Fifa hearing in Zurich. 

If the results of the 
eight qualifiers in which 
he played are turned into 
3-0 defeats — standard 
punishment for fielding 
ineligible players — Chile 
would rise to fourth in the 
South American table and 
could be handed Ecuador’s 
place in Group A. 

The top two in Group A 
play a side from Group B 
— England, Wales, Iran 
and USA — in the last 16.

But 
he would not have expected Joel Matip to 
be the match-winner with his first 
Champions League goal for nine years. 

It was only Liverpool’s third win from 
eight games this season, so things are far 
from perfect at Anfield. 

Klopp insisted this performance 
was so different to the one against 
Napoli that it was like watching 
a different sport. This is not 
exactly true. 

Liverpool, although having 
played much better, could 
have actually lost despite 
such an outcome being 
incredibly unfair. 

But any bid to build 
momentum on the 
back of this win will 
not be helped by 
Sunday’s trip to Chel- 
sea being postponed, 
meaning Klopp must 


now wait until

SIR KENNY DALGLISH got his wish — 
almost — as the vast majority of 
Liverpool fans observed a moment’s 
silence for the Queen. 

The Anfield legend joined in appeals for 
supporters to show respect for Her Majesty. 

But while most heeded his advice, one 
fan immediately shouted “Boo!” as 
Portuguese referee Artur Manuel Soares 
Dias blew his whistle for the start of the 
period of reflection. 

And the moment of silence was only 
allowed to be stretched to 25 seconds by 
referee Dias — instead of 60. 

In the build-up to the game Dalglish 
firmly backed up a plea by the Hillsbor- 
ough Survivors Support Alliance. 

The group tweeted: “Everyone attending 
tonight’s match, please show respect and 
observe the minute’s silence. 

“You probably think that any backlash 
won't affect you but it will affect us and 
family members with the increase in 
abuse over Hillsborough. Respect costs 
nothing and that goes both ways.” 

Sir Kenny responded on social media with: 
“Respect costs nothing and goes both 
ways. Brilliantly put. I hope everybody at 
Anfield can respect these wishes tonight.” 

Liverpool fans have booed the national 
anthem in recent times, most notably at 
last season’s FA Cup final and _ the 
Community Shield in July. 


But another Anfield hero, Graeme 
Souness, stressed that the name _. of 
Liverpool would be “tarnished” if the 


moment of silence was not observed. 

He added: “For any Liverpool supporter, 
for any football supporter, to show disre- 
spect at this time would be unacceptable.” 

Players wore armbands and the Champ- 
ions League anthem was also not played. 

Chelsea, Manchester City and Rangers 
wanted to play God Save the King at their 
home games tonight but Uefa opted to 
remain consistent across all UK venues. 

In the EFL, there were a few shouts of 
disturbance from a minority of Derby fans 
before their League One match at Lincoln. 

In League Two, Mansfield Town released 
96 doves during the players’ handshake 
before their home game against Carlisle, 
while Russell Watson sang the national 
anthem before Preston v Burnley.

IT was a brutal way to end Spurs’ 
unbeaten run this season but not 


wholly unexpected. 

Tottenham may have begun the campaign 
with five wins and two draws from their 
opening seven games but performances have 
largely been workmanlike rather than 
spectacular. 

For that reason, a result like this always 
felt like it could be on the cards and so it 
proved, albeit in dramatic circumstances. 

Subs Paulinho and Arthur Gomes did the 
damage in stoppage time with the former 
heading in a corner and the latter producing 
a fine solo goal to send the Estadio Jose 
Alvalade potty. 

Boss Antonio Conte could do little more 
than slump his hands in his pockets after 
seeing a stalemate that was snatched away 
at the death.

a spark — until the very end. 

Edwards was once compared to Lionel 
Messi by Mauricio Pochettino when the pair 
were still at Tottenham and the 23-year-old 
almost produced a_ goal worthy of the 
Argentine genius in first-half stoppage time. 

While the mystery surrounding Son 
Heung-min’s barren start to the campaign 
continued as the South Korean made it eight 
games without a goal now. 

Last season’s joint-winner of the Premier 
League Golden Boot claimed last week that 
he was not worrying about his drought 
because he was still getting chances. 

But last night he did not have a single 
shot on goal before trudging off in the 72nd 


minute to be replaced by Swedish forward 
Dejan Kulusevski. 

Conte is desperate for one half of his 
dynamic duo up top — along with Harry 
Kane — to break his campaign duck. 

Yet with displays like this, it would not be 
unfair on the 30-year-old to see him start 
Saturday’s home game against Leicester on 
the bench. 

Spurs players wore black armbands to 
mark the passing of Queen Elizabeth II, 
while there was a reasonably well-observed 
minute’s silence before kick-off in Her 
Majesty’s honour as well. 

Sporting boss Ruben Amorim talked up 
Edwards before the game, even tipping him 
to play for England one day. 

And the first opportunity of the game 
came via the talented attacker, who left 
Tottenham on a free transfer in 2019. 

Edwards burst down the middle and prod- 
ded it wide to highly-rated Pedro Goncalves 
— previously of Wolves — whose effort was 
heading to the far corner before keeper 
captain Hugo Lloris pushed it wide. On 25 


minutes, Richarlison wasted a decent chance 
— by his standards — as he nodded Ivan 
Perisic’s cross down into the ground, 
allowing the keeper to claim it easily. 

Given it was the Brazilian who had won 
last week’s Champions League opener at 
home to Marseille with two bullet headers, 
he probably should have done better. 

At the end of the first half came Edwards’ 
thrilling moment. 

Edwards said Pochettino was just being

in an interview this week — but his mazy 
run in stoppage time had all the hallmarks 
of a classic Messi dribble. 

The attacker picked up the ball midway 
through Spurs’ half, brushed off not one but 
two challenges from Sporting academy prod- 
uct Eric Dier and then another from Perisic.

was still time for another goal from Gomes, 
on the pitch barely a minute after being 
introduced after the. breakthrough. 

He picked it up on the left, breezed past 
the flailing Spurs’ backline and found the 
corner on the net. 

It was an infuriating way to lose as the 
Portuguese side pushed clear at the top of 
Group D after starting their campaign last 
week with an emphatic 3-0 win at Germans 
Eintracht Frankfurt. 

But perhaps it can serve as a reminder to 
anyone getting carried away with Spurs’ 
early-season results that they are by no 
means the finished article.

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N CORONATION 
Day - June 2, 
1953 - a small 
family gathered 
around a tiny black-and- 
white television set in their 
council house on Ardwick 
Road, Liverpool. 

There were four in the family 
— dad Jim, mum Mary and their 
two children, Paul, almost 11, 
and nine-year-old Michael. 

The boys had both received their 
souvenirs of the special day — 
commemorative mugs and spoons. 

Paul had won a_ boo as a 
Coronation essay prize. 

Like the rest of the nation, the 
family watched as the young Queen 
Elizabeth was crowned and became 


the very first star of the TV age. 
Fifty-nine years later, that small 
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boy from Ardwick Road, Liverpool, 
was Sir Paul McCartney, about to 
turn 70 years old as he headlined the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee concert. 

And Queen Elizabeth was the 
most famous person on the planet — 
possibly the only person who was 
more famous than The Beatles. 

By every criterion of celebrity, she 
was the biggest star in the world. 

Her face — from her earliest years 
to her nineties and at every age 
in between, from the 25-year-old 
Queen to her venerable old age — 
was instantly recognisable to billions. 

Her face appeared on an estimated 
500billion stamps. 

Her face was captured — from life 
as well as imagination — by artists

from Cecil Beaton and Lucien Freud 
to Andy Warhol. 

There were countless attempts to 
portray her on screen. 

Helen Mirren won gongs for The 
Queen, playing Her Majesty when her 
family and a nation were negotiating 
the fallout from Princess Diana’s death. 

Freya Wilson played Elizabeth as a 
young child in The King’s Speech. 

In the Netflix series The Crown, 
Claire Foy was the young Queen 
Elizabeth, Olivia Colman the middle- 
aged monarch and Imelda Staunton 
the older sovereign. 

But even the best of them — 
Mirren’s Academy Award-winning 
movie turn and Foy as the young 
monarch — were mere snapshots, 
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classy caricatures of a moment 
in time. Because capturing Queen 


Elizabeth II — on canvas, on screen 
big or small — was ultimately an 
impossible task, like trying to bottle 
history. 


Queen Elizabeth II was famous for 
so long. As a baby, her face beamed 
from magazines all over the globe. 


OU have to be well 

over the age of 70 to 

remember a time 

when she was not 
on the throne. 


She was the longest-living and 
longest-reigning monarch in British 
history and one of the _ longest- 
serving heads of state in the history 
of the world. 

Anyone who became famous 
enough eventually entered her orbit. 

When Bobby Moore collected 
England’s only World Cup in 1966, 


she handed him the trophy. She gave 
The Beatles their MBEs. She 
knighted Captain Tom Moore. 

History came to have tea with her. 

The 14 Prime Ministers who served 
her and came to chat once a week 
read like a litany of our nation’s 
story: Winston Churchill. Anthony 
Eden. Harold Macmillan. Alec 
Douglas-Home. Harold Wilson. 
Edward Heath. James Callaghan. 
Margaret Thatcher. John Major. Tony 
Blair. Gordon Brown. David Cam- 
eron. Theresa May. Boris Johnson. 

Such was her immovable sense of 
duty that she was there to invite 
Liz Truss, her 15th and final PM, to 
form a government just two days 
before her death. 

Her Majesty was respected in every 
corner of the planet. She forged the 
transformation of the former British 
Empire — and its 2.5billion people — 
to the Commonwealth of Nations. 

In the Fifties, Sixties and Seventies, 
dozens of nations in Africa and 
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Asia and the Caribbean 
independence from Britain. 

But at her passing, she was still 
the head of the Commonwealth, 
56 member states that were mostly 
former imperial territories — their 
only connection language, history and 
an abiding love for their Queen. 

The world’s most powerful men 
were dazzled in her presence. She 
met every US president — Lyndon B 
Johnson aside — from Harry Truman 
in 1951 to Joe Biden in 2021. 

Ronald Reagan went horse riding 
with her. She shared a correspond- 
ence with John F Kennedy up until 
his assassination. 

With her handbags and her hats, 
Her Majesty always seemed to carry 
the same accessories as your mother 
or grandmother. 

But that ordinary demeanour was 
misleading, and an integral part of 
her stardom. 
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HE possessed true celebrity 


- an elusive, unknowable eS 
quality - her face as instantly | 
recognisable as a Monroe or 

Jagger or Diana or Mandela. 

But with all that fame, all that familiar- 
ity, and after all those years, who would 
dare claim that they really knew her? 

In some crucial ways, the Queen was the 
antithesis of the modern celebrity. 

There were no open-heart confessionals to 
some simpering sycophant. Harry and Meghan 
had their Oprah Winfrey. Princess Diana had 
Martin Bashir. Prince Charles had Jonathan 
Dimbleby. Prince Andrew explained why he 
could not sweat to Emily Maitlis. Even Prince / 
Philip had a gruff chat with Fiona Bruce. 

But not the Queen. She never complained, 
she never explained. 

v. “Above all things, our royalty is to be 
ot reverenced,” wrote Walter Bagehot in 1867. “If 
you begin to poke about it, you cannot reverence 
it. Its mystery is its life. We must not let in day- 
| light upon magic.” 
| | In an age when some royals will not stop 
} talking, she always, always chose her words with 
a meticulous and devastating care. 
And they were always perfect. 
“We will meet again,” she said at the height of 
the pandemic, and grown men grew tear-eyed. 
Her reign — and popularity — were aided and 
abetted by technology, from the TV broadcast at 
her Coronation to her mastery of video chat 
during coronavirus.

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OR A woman so deeply 

hidden behind the shield of 

her sovereignty, art often 

brought fascinating insights 
into the Queen’s personality. 


Across her reign she sat for several hun- 
dred portraits. And as well as new light 
shed on her by the paintings themselves, 
she would reveal surprising sides of herself 
to the artists. 

John Wonnacott, who painted her in 2000, said: 
“She was very funny and didn’t sit still. 

“She was laughing and moving around — she 
told jokes all the time.” 

Here are seven of the most famous paintings 

and the stories they revealed. 
PIETRO ANNIGONI (sifting 1954-5): The Italian 
artist was so nervous he could not speak during 
the first sittin; at Buckingham Palace, 
but he later recalled: “Suddenly the silence was 
broken by the voice of the Queen. 

“When I was a little girl,’ she said, ‘I used to 
spend hours in this room just looking out of the 
window at the cars and the people down there, 
wondering where they were going, and why’. 

“Her words were like a searchlight lighting 
my way,” he said. “I saw her immediately as the 
Queen who, although dear to the hearts of 
millions of people whom she loved, was herself 
alone and far off.” 

Inspired, Annigoni asked her to turn to look 
through that same window, and later said: “Her 
whole face came alive.” 

After the Queen herself had expressed a 

preference for his work, he painted her again in 
1969 after being commissioned by the trustees of 
the National Portrait Gallery. 
ANDY WARHOL (1985): The US pop artist made 
a series of colourful prints entitled Reigning 
Queens involving 16 prints of four ruling queens 
at that time. Alongside Queen Elizabeth II, he 
painted Queen Beatrix of the Netherlands, Queen 
Ntombi Twala of Swaziland and Queen 
Margrethe II of Denmark. The one of Queen 
Elizabeth was based on the official photo for her 
1977 Silver Jubilee. 

These are the only portraits of Her Majesty in 
the Royal Collection that she did not sit for or 
commission. She bought a set in 2012 to mark 
her Diamond Jubilee. They come in sets of four, 
each with different hues and a different arrange- 
ment of what Warhol called “arty rectangles”. 
LUCIAN FREUD (2001): When The Sun’s royal 
photographer Arthur Edwards saw Lucian’s effort 
for the first time, he said: “Freud should be in 
the Tower for this.” But one art critic insisted the 
tiny picture, just nine and a half by six inches, 
was the best royal portrait in 150 years. 

Freud first met Elizabeth in the 1940s when he 
used to take Princess Margaret dancing. More 
than five decades later, he wanted to create a 
portrait of experience, rather than of royalty. 

The Queen sat for him 15 times over 19 months 
and the pair spent most of that time chatting 
about horse racing. 

He delivered his portrait to the Queen in per- 
son but, according to Freud biographer William 
Feaver, the Queen did not say what she thought 
of it. She did, however, seem pleased and said to 
Freud: “Very nice of you to do this. I’ve very 
much enjoyed watching you mix your colours.” 
JUSTIN MORTIMER (1997): Mortimer’s “guillo- 
tined” Queen provoked some outrage but Her 
Majesty had sat for the 27-year-old artist know- 
ing there would be an “unconventional result” 
and later commissioned him to paint the Lord 
Chamberlain. Mortimer said of the experience: “It 
was a little overwhelming at the first sitting, I 
instantly addressed her the wrong way. 

“I started by taking some photos. I realised 
I’d shot all these Polaroids straight into her lap, 
which was embarrassing, but she was, like, ‘Don’t 
worry, dear. Lord Snowdon used to shoot me all 
the time on these’.” 

MICHAEL NOAKES (1973-4): Noakes got so fed 
up with staffers interrupting his sittings with the 
Queen that when there was yet another knock on 
the Palace door, he roared: “What do you want?” 

Prince Charles cautiously poked his head 
around and asked if he might speak to his 
mother. The oil sketch was made in preparation 
for a larger group portrait, but Charles thought 
it was one of the best paintings ever done of Her 
Majesty, and bought it for his own collection. 

Decades later, Noakes recalled how tricky the 
Queen was to paint, explaining: “She's either 
looking — ping! — wonderful with a great smile, 
or dour in repose.” 

MICHAEL LEONARD (1985-6): Royal corgi Spark 
shared the limelight in Leonard’s portrait after 
the painter requested the presence of a royal pet, 
hoping it would make the Queen more relaxed. 

It worked, and Her Majesty’s face lit up as 
she told stories about Spark’s bad habits, such as 
rounding up the gardeners. The only problem 
was the dog drooling all over the Queen’s dress. 
MIRIAM ESCOFET (2020): When the Queen got 
her first glimpse of this image via videolink 
during the pandemic lockdown, she exclaimed: 
“But there’s no tea in the cup!” 

Later an art expert claimed the empty cup may 
symbolise the decline of Britain’s global power. 

Escofet has admitted she was so nervous about 
the Queen’s reaction that she did not sleep for 
four nights before the grand unveiling. 
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The Queen turned some of the biggest 
A-listers into gibbering wrecks just by 
appearing in the same room. 

These big names remember, in their 
own words, their encounters with the 
superstar who put everyone in the shade. 


MIRIAM MARGOLYES Buckingham Palace 
“AND what do you do?” she said. That 
was where I made my first mistake.

| N THE summer of 1977, Johnny 


Rotten was 21 years old and lead 

singer of the Sex Pistols, the leering 
party-crashers at the Queen’s Silver 
Jubilee celebrations, infamous for 
snarling single God Save The Queen. 

But when he was 65, the former king of punks 
stood in the High Court as John Lydon during a 
legal spat with his surviving ex-bandmates, 
quietly explaining why he refused to allow the 
makers of The Crown to use the notorious single 
in their Netflix dramatisation of the Jubilee year. 

Incredibly, in his evidence the man who once 
sang “God save the Queen, she ain’t no human 
being” sounded protective towards the monarch. 

He said: “The story that they [the makers of The 
Crown] presented was with the Queen in despair 
in her carriage, and all those ugly scenes on the 
streets of crowds fighting and chucking bottles 
while others were celebrating the Queen. 

“And here is my real, serious problem with it - 
this never happened. This is a lie about history. 

“The only people making any demonstration 
that day [the Jubilee] were the Sex Pistols ona 
boat trip down the Thames - lovely songs of 
protest in front of the Houses of Parliament. 

And that’s it.” 

Lydon’s reading of history is correct. Whatever 

the makers of The Crown may tell you today, there 

g against royalty Suing the 
celebrations. No riots, no social unrest, no fiery 
republican sentiments. 

There was only the Sex Pistols. 

Just as an adoring nation was clearing its throat 
to give three cheers for Queen Elizabeth II’s 25 
glorious years on the throne, the Pistols popped 
up like the evil fairy in Sleeping Beauty, releasing 
a single that sounded like three minutes and 19 
seconds of snarling, anti-monarchy blasphemy. 

The group’s bad reputation had initially been 
built on some basic rock ’n’ roll high jinks — 
swearing on live TV at teatime. 

But their ill repute was massively inflated by the 

i-Jubilee posturing. 

For if you wanted to generate outraged front 
pages in 1977, then you attacked the Queen, the 
Silver Jubilee and the monarchy. 

If you wanted to goad the Establishment, then 
you were a leering, dissenting voice amid the 
national celebration. If you wanted to be bad boys, 
then you laughed at the Silver Jubilee. 

And the Sex Pistols did. 

My first job in journalism, three wild years as a 
music writer on NME, coincided exactly with the 
rise and fall of the Sex Pistols. And | was there on 
the legendary boat trip down the Thames two days 
before the actual Silver Jubilee, when punk rock 
rebellion collided with reality —- and the Met Police. 

| saw the Pistols in the early days when they 
were a band so exciting they had the power to 
change lives, and | watched their sad decline 
into novelty act, pantomime villains. 

And | can say this about the Sex Pistols 
and their relationship with the Queen - it 
was nothing personal. 

Johnny Rotten was never going to tug 
his London-tIrish forelock for royalty, but 
an antipathy towards the Queen did not 
fuel the band. “I don’t know how anyone 
can call us political,” sighed guitarist 
Steve Jones. “I don’t even know the 
name of the Prime Minister.” 
Steve wasn’t kidding. The Pistols were 
more interested in sex, drugs and rock’n’ 
roll than in abolishing the hereditary 
monarchy. The Sex Pistols loathed Queen, 
the band - those boring old hippy farts in 
their early thirties, and every rich old rock star 
like them - not the Queen. 
But it was a happy coincidence for manager 
Malcolm McLaren, who pulled their strings, 
that the peak of punk and the brief career of 
the Pistols coincided exactly with the 
royal celebrations. 
If you wanted your group to 
be public enemy No1in the 
summer of 1977 - and 
McLaren most certainly 
did - then the fastest 
route was to direct your
